Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Discussed amending claim 138 to include limitations regarding the 
success levels of fertilization achieved by the equine articifial insemination method and providing arguments regarding 
the fact that it is unexpected that the claimed success levels of fertilization (i.e., sperm viability) could be obtained when 
using sperm separation rates of at least 900 viable equine sperm cells per second. It was determined that original claim 
97 provides basis for this amendment. Also discussed filing a 131 Declaration to antedate the Seidel patent (6,149,867, 
of which the present inventor is a co-inventor) and including a draft copy of the application for '867, with a date prior to 
the filing date of '867, as evidence of possession of the invention prior to the filing date of the '867 patent. The 
examiner confirmed that this type of a 131 declaration would be sufficient to remove the Seidel patent as prior art.
